Past expsrience has shown that the contre! of Iabor has not been in ascord with 
popular (Party) aspirations and that the fault lies exclusively with the 
dialectics ineapacity of Commmist labor badera who have not been able to 
appraise national reality. The syndical system (attempted overt control of 
labor through unions) must be reviaced by a cell system for it has been proven 
that within the former (umions) tho majority is inclined towards Social ism. 
The maoner ef combatting this situation is to create within sash of the unions 
& hard-core Commmist cell which will be able to puide the minority faction 
and eventually gain control of the unions, especially in the petrolewn zones 
where it is indispensable that the rarty have absolute control cver the uion 
directorates. Propaganda within the army, without which ail ection is useless, 
has been punishably neglected. The Party has passed up the opportunity to 
form celle within tho army; it would heve been so much sasier had the Pa 
initiated an affective propagenda campaign in the arsas from which most of the 
army Gonscripts some. Tn this menor, when the clements are calkd wo for 
military services, the Party would already have a nucleus for action within 

the armys All these srrors are due to the individual, erotis;ieal work of 
leadera who have clased versonal ambitions before the cause.

intsrantiona Goordinations 
The erisis of capitaliem is creating a propitious environment for the establish 
weas of totalitarian governments similar to those which exist in Argentina, 
Ghile, Paraguay, Bolivia, Peru and Venezuela, Colombia had sreserved a demo= 
aratic attitude util recently when it fell into the orbit of the imperialist 
directorates because of its strategic vosition and its production of setroleun, 
pieacinum end raw materials of war. Jt ja now developing a pian of aation which 
tends toward the rejection of human rights. The United States, in its pre- 
parations for war, has arreed to aid the tyrant Pranoo whose ambitions axe 
identical wito those of the Conservative leader who is to roplace the prasent 
dictator, Ovpina Perez. The Colombian preletariat is preparing for a struggle 
against the present stete of affaires and will soon fight for the recuveration 
of its rights. The Gommmist Party of Ecuador must cooperate with the movee 
ment {in Colombia} and must adopt measures to defend shoss who defend the 
rights of the proletariat. During the early part of the struggle which is 

te come (apparently referring to civil war in Colombia), it ispoasible that 
the men in charge of the campaipn may have to mek refuge in Eouader where 

they must recelve necessary aid whieh the Party (PCE) must be prepa red to 
administer. I is Imperative to establish and maintain points of connéetion 
along the frontier; to eatablish homes for refugees and for storing war 
materiais along the coast of Esmeraldas Province from which cur Golomaian 
brothers will reesive shipments and direct overations in defense of the Colom 
bian proletariat. These measuras should be worked out in aceord with Colom- 
bian delegates who are at present in Quite. 


Beonowie $stnation: 
The Party has not taken advantare of the opsqrtmity of interrally eriticizing 
the nonevrodustive lehers of the covernmont in the esonomice “ield. An erroneous 
orientation has led the Communist Party of Heuador to iumeoonditionral ly support 
the rovernnent without establishing just limits of the demooratis respeet, dua 
the present rupine. The United States, with the object of imu intaining oon- 
tiuanutal esonomic heremony, ia sressing for the devaluation of the suare. The 
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Party®s attitude hae been deficient for it has not given sufficient im- 
portance to thé case. An efficient proparanda campaign must be initiated 
inmediatbely. This is to be done in the following steps: publication of 
manifests, holding of conferences, and forming parades and demonstrations, 

ali opposing devaluation and demanding an increase in salaries. Commnint 
sponsored strikes must not be allowed to fail as previous ones have and, 
toward that end, it is indispensable that special funds be colleoted to support 
strikes. For its part, the sontinental crganization (apparently referring to 
Mexico} will be ready to subsidize the preparatory program of the sampaign. 


Prosent Position: 


The Party has gone eleng with limited vision which has resulted in its stage 
nation as a political force of section. The mistake was in establishing a 
rigid line of action when it wae legical to suppose that the program should 
heve been more pliable under certain circumstances. The direotors have not 
proverly analyzed the development of events and have maintained a static 
attitude of discord with reality and tie interests of the Party. This punish- 
able negligence has worked against the interests of the proletariat whoss _ 
confidence must be regained, The polisiesl line of action is contained in the 
instructions presented by comrade Morena in the name of the continental ore 
ganization. 
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
